If Scott is reporting accurately what "Ike" 
laid and how he acted, then It seems Justifi- 
able to conclude that he regards himself as 
a Republican and that he Is willing to be a 
candidate for the OOP presidential nomlna' 
Uon In 1653. 

Here ore the crucial parts of ecott's ac- 
count: 

He told the general the people vho are 
working for his' candidacy have a right— at 
the very minimum— to asaurapces that the 
rug won't be paUefl from ■under them by any 
statement disavowing presidential intentions. 

Elsenhower answered that he Is ensaged 
In a tremendously vital task which he took on 
at considerable personal risk and sacrifice. 
He added that If Scott's friends In the United 
states believe their goal Is worth pursuing, 
they, too, ought to be wUllng to taka what- 
ever risks are Involved In that pursuit. 

Scott then said he would accept that, and 
told Eisenhower he auiUned he could con- 
tinue doing what he-had been doing up to 
now-^work for the general'^ nomination. To 
this the general did not assent verbally. But 
neither did be offer objection. 

Elsenhower later called Scott's attention to 
ft recent article in a Washington newspaper 
which flatly stated the general would make 
so statement and take no action of any kind 
at any time to gat the nomination. He said 
this was a clear statement of his position. 

The only sane conclusion to be drawn from 
this account— «lwaya assuming Its accuracy 
—Is that Elsenhower wUI take the nomina- 
tion If he is genuinely drafted, but will do 
absolutely nothing by word or sign to further 
that end. 

— ThU^u-perhapi"irot-ui6-iahd or"acUvfl 
cooperation his ardent followers would wish 
for> but It IB nevertheless a green, light. Pot 
the general fully understands the effort 
being made now in his behalf, and he has not 
acted 1^ any way to curb It. The tacit assent 
bis suppdrters need as a minimum, assuranci 
lias been won. 

~Whether^thla_Ia_enouBh to^fi^ture the 

nomination for him Is another question." 
Elsenhower's popularity with the public Is be- 
yond doubt, but the public seldom ploys a 
large role in nomination. The professional 
politicians govern convention tactics. And 
unless "Iko" con go into the Chicago conclava 
.with a really substantial block of delegates, 
his chances are slender. 

Only qcB candidate in modem American 
Umea wja truly dratted: Charles Evans 
Hughes, IK 1916 he was on the supreme court. 
Though htLmodo no statement and eschewed 
all political activity, he gained the OOP 
. nomhiatlon against the later victorious 
Woodrow Wilson. 

But speculatlQQ on the outcome of the 1053 
Republican sweepstakes Is fruitless. The 
significant development at this moment Is 
that Elsenhower seems definitely in the raoe 
and that the TaSt vs. Elsenhower battle long 
forecast Is fast becoming a reality. 

' RUSSIAN BRAND OF LOGIC 

A good deal of the time the Bovlet union 
scoffs at the U. 8. economy as outmoded and 
ultimately doomed. Provda's propagandists 
continually forecast a shuddering collapse 
into a new and probably fatal depression. 

Thus it strikes AmBrlcan,cars oddly to hear 
Russia demanding that the United States pay 
half the yearly operating costs of the United 
Nations, Instead of the present 30 per cent. 

The Russians argued that the American 
economy appears quite capable of bearing the 
extra load. Indeed, a Mr. A. A. Soldatov de- 
clared comparative studies of various national 
incomes proved It. 

You see the overpowering logic of their 
position, don't you? 

Toss aU their thoughts into one hopper and 
here's what you find the master propagandists 
saying: 

"Your capitalism system Js through, 
America. It's on Its last legs. It wUl topple 
any day now. So kick In another 10 per cent 
to U. N. expenses. You con stand It better 
thon the rest of us— the figures prove It."
